Expanding  the  library  hours  has  been  met  with  general  approval  from  both  patrons 
and  associates.  The  longer  hours  not  only  fulfill  one  requirement  for  State  certification,  but 
they  provide  morning  and  noontime  accessibility  for  those  who  find  it  difficult  to  visit  us 
at  other  times. 

The  monthly  visits  to  Lincoln  Village  Community  Center  continued  on  the  second 
Wednesday  of  the  month  at  2:30  p.  m.  Our  need  for  large  print  publications,  including  best 
sellers,  increased  at  the  very  time  it  was  voted  to  discontinue  the  Bookmobile  funding.  We 
rely  heavily  on  Southeast  Bookmobile  for  large  print  books,  and  to  supplement  our  regular 
print  collection  of  romance  and  mystery  novels.  The  Bridgewater  Subregion,  to  which  we 
belong,  will  hold  a  special  meeting  in  February,  1992  to  discuss  the  situation. 

At  the  request  of  a  majority  of  the  mothers  who  bring  their  children  to  Story  Hour, 
we  changed  the  day  and  time  again.  Beginning  with  the  September-to-December  session, 
Story  Hour  is  on  Mondays  at  1 : 30  p.  m.  in  the  Children’s  Room.  Lynette  Babbitt  has  been 
our  volunteer  reader  since  February  and  she  designs  the  crafts  which  the  preschoolers  make 
under  her  supervision.  We  have  an  open  invitation  for  other  volunteers  to  read,  but  we 
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certainly  do  appreciate  our  -Mrs..  Babbitt(

ANNUAL  REPORT 
of  the 

BRISTOL  COUNTY  MOSQUITO  CONTROL  PROJECT 


On  June  30,  1991  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  completed  thirty-two 
years  of  service  to  the  cities  and  towns  of  Bristol  County. 

The  mosquito  control  project  works  year-round  in  its  efforts  to  reduce  mosquito 
breeding  sites  and  adult  mosquito  populations.  The  Project  uses  several  different  measures 
of  control  in  its  never  ending  fight  against  mosquitos. 

Winter  Pre-hatch  -  To  treat  breeding  areas  that  are  accessible  only  on  the  ice  during  the 
winter  months. 

Spring  and  Summer  Larviciding  -  To  reduce  the  emergence  of  adult  mosquitos  in  areas 
where  mosquito  larvae  is  present. 

Catch  Basin  Treatment  -  To  stop  mosquito  emergence  from  rain-filled  catch  basins  and 
storm  drains. 

Light  Trapping  Program  -  To  monitor  mosquito  populations  as  to  their  type  and  number 
-  a  program  necessary  in  encephalitis  surveillance.  Light  trapping  of  mosquitos  is  also 
useful  to  determine  what  areas  have  high  mosquito  populations  and  should  be  sprayed. 

Water  Management  -  A  year  round  endeavor  to  clean  and  construct  mosquito  drainage 
ditches  in  lowland  swamps  to  reduce  their  favorability  as  breeding  sites  for  mosquito 
larvae. 

It  is  the  policy  of  the  Bristol  County  Mosquito  Control  Project  to  use  pesticides  that 
are  environmentally  safe  so  that  the  safety  of  the  people  and  environment  are  not 
jeopardized.  We  use  as  many  of  the  biological  insecticides  as  are  practical  with  the 
environmental  conditions  present  in  the  New  England  area.  We  are  presently  using  three 
different  formulations  of  B.T.I.  in  our  larviciding  program. 

All  of  our  spray  equipment  is  calibrated  periodically  in  order  to  insure  that  dosage 
rates  remain  at  safe  levels  but  are  adequate  to  reduce  mosquito  populations.  The  operators 
of  our  spray  equipment  are  state  certified  pesticide  applicators  that  are  required  to 
attend  classes  on  pesticide  safety  on  a  yearly  basis. 

The  water  level  in  most  swamps  in  the  county  were  normal  in  the  spring  of  this  year. 
Mosquito  larvae  began  to  appear  in  mid-March  in  some  of  the  smaller  breeding  sites  with 
larvae  counts  being  about  average.  Since  the  1990  mosquito  season  had  extremely  high  EE 
virus  levels  it  was  felt  that  the  1991  season  could  also  be  a  problem.  The  mosquito  control 
projects  and  the  Mass.  Dept,  of  Public  Health  met  several  times  during  the  spring  to  work 
on  a  strategy  to  combat  any  EE  threat  for  the  season. 
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By  mid-May  adult  mosquito  populations  were  high  enough  to  start  our  fogging 
program.  Calls  for  service  were  high  in  some  areas  but  lower  than  normal  in  others.  As  the 
season  progressed,  dry  weather  conditions  caused  many  breeding  sites  to  dry  out  which 
significantly  lowered  the  mosquito  population.  Our  mosquito  surveillance,  light  trapping 
program  was  also  showing  much  lower  counts  than  last  year.  The  virus  levels  never  reached 
a  point  of  concern  as  had  been  anticipated  earlier  in  the  season.  There  were  no  human  cases 
of  EE  in  the  state  this  year. 

The  Project  answered  all  requests  for  spraying  along  with  our  regular  spraying  of 
known  infested  areas  for  a  total  of  1,576.5  sprayed  acres. 

I  would  like  to  thank  the  town  officials  and  the  people  of  Dighton  for  their  continued 
support  and  cooperation  and  look  forward  to  serving  them  in  the  coming  year.  Should 
anyone  have  a  question  as  to  what  might  be  done  to  relieve  a  mosquito  problem  in  their  area, 
whether  it  is  water  management  work,  treatment  of  a  breeding  site,  or  just  having  an  area 
checked,  please  feel  free  to  call  our  office.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS 


1991  was  a  year  of  many  new  changes  for  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners.  In 
the  March  Election,  the  Board  was  given  a  new  member  by  the  voters.  We  wish  to  welcome 
Richard  F.  Simmons  to  this  Board,  and  to  congratulate  him  on  his  election  to  the  Board.  At 
this  time,  we  would  also  like  to  thank  Albert  Enos  for  his  12  year  term  as  a  Sewer 
Commissioner.  Mr.  Enos  was  an  original  Sewer  Commissioner,  and  served  this  board  as 
the  chairman  for  many  years.  The  board  also  voted  to  change  our  meeting  nights  from 
Thursdays  to  Wednesday  nights,  making  us  more  available  to  the  public  since  the  town  hall 
is  open  Wednesday  nights. 

In  November,  the  board  voted  on  the  1992  sewer  rates.  The  increase  or  rates  is 
reflected  in  the  verbal  information;  from  the  city  of  Taunton,  Mr.  John  Patota,  Who  is 
expecting  the  town  of  Dighton  will  incur  several  operations  and  maintenance  costs  at  the 
Taunton  Treatment  Plant.  Our  share  of  the  cost  is  approximately  .08%.  This  costs  to  be 
incurred  are  reflected  by  an  order  by  the  E.P. A.  to  enforce  stricter  pollution  controls  at  the 
treatment  plant.

The  Spring  Street  ejector 
station  is  in  need  of  a  pump  repair  or  possible  a  new  pump  itself.  At  this  time  an  electrician 
must  determine  what  is  needed  to  correct  the  problem. 

I  would  like  to  thank  Jason  Enos,  assistant  Superintendent  Harold  Gracia  Sr.  for  their 
help  especially  for  long  hours  when  ''Bob"  came  to  visit.  I  also  appreciate  the  secretary's  help 
an  I  thank  the  Board  of  Sewer  Commissioners  for  their  support.

ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  APPEALS 

This  is  the  twenty-seventh  report  of  the  Board  of  Appeals.  During  the  year  199 1  this 
Board  conducted  thirteen  (13)  public  hearings  where  variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws 
were  sought  by  property  owners  in  the  Town  of  Dighton.  Of  these  cases,  eleven  were 
approved  and  two  were  either  denied  or  withdrawn. 

Variances  to  the  Zoning  By-Laws  are  issued  by  the  Board  when  its  members  find  due 
hardships  to  the  petitioner -in  failure  to  obtain  a  permit  to  build  and  when  granting  of  a 
variance  does  not  materially  or  adversely  affect  the  public  of  the  abutting  property  owners. 

Zoning  regulations  could  not  be  successfully  imposed  if  they  were  not  provided  some 
means  of  granting  relief  to  owners  of  land  from  hardships  that  arise  from  the  strict 
application  of  the  law.  No  matter  how  carefully  the  ordinances  of  by-law  is  drawn,  there  are 
bound  to  be  cases  in  which  literal  application  of  the  law  deprives  the  owners  of  all,  or  almost 
all  beneficial  use  of  his  land.

In  conjunction  with  St,  Peter's  Catholic  Church  we  have  embarked  On  a  new  program

Again  I  wish  to  congratulate  our  R.S.  V.P.  (Retired  Senior  Volunteer  Program)  people 
for  their  many  varied  services.  It  would  be  impossible  to  offer  these  services  without  their 
help.

Due  to  budget  restraints  training  had  to  be  kept  to  a  minimum  this  year.  Officers  did 
receive  recertification  in  C.P.R.  and  first  aid.  All  other  programs  had  to  be  deleted,  even 
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though  I  realize  how  important  it  is  to  have  the  officers  updated  in  all  aspects  of  police  work. 

The  Police  Association  has  been  most  generous  in  it's  support  of  the  department.  They 
purchased  three  scanners  to  replace  old  ones  in  the  cruisers.  They  also  paid  for  half  of  the 
purchase  and  installation  of  a  new  radio  and  emergency  bar  lights  for  the  new  cruiser.  I 
appreciate  their  support,  especially  in  light  of  the  present  budget  crunch. 

Drug  and  alcohol  and  bus  evacuation  programs  were  presented  in  the  local  schools. 
A  bike  safety  program  was  put  on  for  the  Brownie  troops  and  Cub  Scouts  toured  the  station 
to  see  how  this  department  works.  Much  of  this  was  done  by  officers  volunteering  their  time. 
My  thanks  to  Sergeants  Sanson  and  MacDonald  and  Officers  Dutra,  Coelho,  Brown, 
Cambra,  Duart  and  Katon  -  these  men  donated  time  for  the  above  plus  Kiddie's  Day  and  the 
Muscular  Dystrophy  Rail-a-thon. 

I  have  tried  to  maintain  adequate  coverage  but  the  Town  should  be  aware  that  we  are 
operating  with  one  less  patrolman.  I  hope  that  we  will  be  able  to  replace  this  officer  in  the 
near  future  to  better  serve  the  community.  We  have  seen  an  increase  in  domestic  calls  which 
we  believe  is  directly  related  to  the  economic  condition.  There  has  also  been  an  increase 
in  juvenile  problems  and  we  are  troubled  by  the  lack  of  respect  for  authority  -  teachers, 
clergy  and  police. 

My  sincere  thanks  to  my  full  time  personnel,  the  Reserve  Officers  who  work  all  the 
shifts  no  one  else  wants,  the  State  Police  and  all  other  Town  departments  for  their  assistance 
and  support  during  the  past  year.  And  also,  a  special  thank  you  to  the  Dighton  Junior  Garden 
Club.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  SELECTMEN 


To  the  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

At  the  beginning  of  1991,  January  8, 1991,  there  was  a  catastrophic  and  devastating 
fire  at  the  Dighton  Middle  School.  The  building  was  a  complete  and  total  insurance  loss,  but, 
thank  God,  there  were  no  personal  injuries  or  loss  of  life.  Our  Fire  Department,  greatly 
aided  by  the  Bristol  County  Fire  Task  Force,  did  an  outstanding  and  splendid  job  in 
controlling  and  extinguishing  the  fire  that  had  a  viable  duration  in  excess  of  twelve  hours. 
Fire  Chiefs  and  Fire  fighters  from  approximately  sixteen  to  eighteen  communities  were  on 
site  to  assist,  and  we  thank  them  for  their  help.  Their  response  was,  in  fact,  appreciated! 

The  School  Department  and  School  Committee  have  completed  the  pre-planning  and 
planning  phases  needed  for  the  construction  of  a  new  middle  school.  The  Town  Meeting  has 
also  authorized  the  borrowing  that  will  be  required  for  site  preparation,  architectural 
planning,  and  construction.  Site  selection  has  been  done;  we  will  have  a  common  campus 
style  setup  of  both  the  elementary  and  middle  school.  An  architectural  firm  has  been 
selected,  and  there  is  a  target  date  for  completion  of  September  1993.  Importantly,  we,  the 
Town  of  Dighton,  thank  the  Town  of  Somerset  for  the  use  of  the  Pottersville  School,  on 
Wood  Street  in  Somerset,  for  our  students  in  grades  six,  seven,  and  eight. 

In  August,  Hurricane  Bob  visited  us  on  August  19, 199 1 .  There  was  a  minor  amount 
of  overall  damage  (with  exception  of  tree  damage)  as  a  result.  The  Fire  Department,  Police 
Department,  Civil  Defense,  and  Highway  Department,  with  a  coordinated  effort  and  in 
place  preparations,  did  a  super  job.  Well  done!  Clean-up  by  the  Highway  Department  was 
completed  in  eight  weeks.  Excellent! 

Armand  Gagne  was  elected  for  a  fourth  consecutive  three  year  term  to  the  Board  of 
Selectmen. 

Carol  Chencus  and  Sue  Gustafson  have  resigned  from  the  Finance  Committee.  We 
thank  them  for  their  services. 

John  Pelletier  resigned  from  the  Planning  Board  and  relocated  to  Florida.  William 
Costa  was  appointed  jointly  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  the  Planning  Board.  Good  luck 
to  John  and  welcome  back  to  Bill. 

Paper  drives  (four  of  them)  and  the  composting  programs  were,  once  again, 
successful.  New  State  mandates  are  being  monitored  by  the  Solid  Waste  Committee. 
Recycling  is  now  being  mandated  by  the  Commonwealth  with  a  final  target  date  of 
December  1993  for  a  full,  in  place  recycling  agenda  and  program  which  will  require  us  to 
rethink  our  practice  of  burying  our  trash  and  refuse. 

It  has  been,  as  always,  a  busy  year  for  the  Highway  Department.  Gray  Terrace  and 
Old  Somerset  Avenue  were  stone  sealed.  3,000  feet  of  Horton  Street  was  overlaid  with 
blacktop;  culvert  pipes  on  upper  Horton  Street  were  replaced.  The  stone  walls  in  back  of  the 
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Town  Hall  were  reconstructed  and  repaired.  Once  again,  a  “well  done”  to  Superintendent 
DeMoura  and  his  men. 

Although  we  did,  with  much  deliberation  and  effort,  balance  the  municipal  budget, 
both  revenues  and  expenditures,  it  was  a  difficult  task  in  that  we  did  not  find  out  what  our 
revenues  would  be  from  the  Commonwealth  until  mid- August.  The  lateness  of  the  “Cherry 
Sheets”  did  temporarily  prevent  us  from  readily  preparing  the  recapitulation  sheets  and 
establishing  the  levy  and,  subsequently,  the  tax  rate.  Ultimately,  the  loss  in  time  does  have 
a  negative  effect  on  our  cash  flow  and  the  management  of  our  short  term  debt.  Hopefully, 
the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts  will  be  more  timely  in  the  coming  year  with  House 
Bill  #1,  the  state  budget  and/or  a  local  aid  resolution. 

We  thank  Representative  Joan  Menard  and  Senator  Erving  Wall  for  their  efforts  and 
help  in  representing  our  interest,  and  many  thanks  to  Congressman  J.J.  Moakley. 

Additionally,  the  Dighton  Board  of  Selectmen  thanks  all  who  assisted  us  in  carrying 
out  our  duties.  The  time  and  effort  of  Board,  Committees,  Commissions  and  Operating 
Departments  have  always  been  in  the  best  interest  and  to  the  benefit  of  the  Town.  We  extend 
our  appreciation  to  Attorney  Peter  B.  Gay  and  David  T.  Gay  and  the  firm  of  Gay  &  Gay  for 
their  continued  invaluable  assistance.  We  extend  our  personal  thanks  to  Mrs.  Annette 
Wertz,  Secretary  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  and  to  Mrs.  Janice  Boucher,  Town  Accountant.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  BOARD  OF  ASSESSORS 


To  The  Citizens  of  Dighton: 

Our  reevaluation  of  all  properties  within  the  Town  has  been  completed  on  schedule 
and  to  our  satisfaction.  Residential  values  have  decreased  approximately  8  to  10  percent, 
reflecting  the  weak  economy.  Lower  values  unfortunately  do  not  equate  to  lower  taxes  as 
money  has  to  be  raised  to  run  our  schools,  police,  fire  and  other  Town  departments.  With 
the  new  home  growth  and  added  commercial  business  growth,  the  residential  taxpayer  may 
experience  little  or  no  increase  in  their  tax  bills. 

During  this  year  we  had  the  loan  of  a  computer  from  the  Department  of  Revenue  to 
acquaint  ourselves  with  the  Cama  System  (Computer  Assisted  Mass  Appraisal).  We  feel 
we  must  implement  the  system  in  Dighton  and  take  advantage  of  the  savings  of  doing  our 
own  in-house  reevaluation.  We  plan  to  have  at  our  annual  town  meeting  facts  and  figures 
for  a  computer  system  for  the  Assessors  Office.  The  time  has  come  to  go  forward  and  put 
this  into  effect.  Of  the  20  cities  and  towns  within  Bristol  County,  Dighton  remains  the  only 
one  without  computer. 

We  wish  to  express  our  thanks  for  the  fine  cooperation  we  have  received  from  all 
Town  Departments  during  the  past  year.  We  wish  also  to  thank  the  citizens  for  their  support 
and  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  the  coming  years.  The  Board  would  also  like  to  recognize 
our  staff  for  a  job  well  done.

Special  meetings  were  held  with  violators  as  necessary  to  discuss  these  violations  and 
secure  compliance. 

Special  permits  were  issued  and  inspection  of  various  sites  were  made  as  needed. 
The  Commission  thanks  George  Carvalho  for  contribution  as  clerk.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  S.R.P.E.D.D. 


The  Southeastern  Regional  Planning  and  Economic  Development  District  continued 
to  serve  the  Town  of  Dighton  in  1991.  SRPEDD  (pronounced  sir-ped)  is  a  locally  run 
regional  agency  serving  southeastern  Massachusetts.  The  year  1991  was  a  difficult  one  for 
all  levels  of  government.  In  addition  to  cutbacks  at  the  state  and  local  levels,  Southeastern 
Massachusetts  experienced  the  worst  recession  in  many  years.  At  SRPEDD  we  found  the 
demand  increasing  for  regional  solutions  to  state  and  local  problems,  but  we  also  encoun¬ 
tered  fiscal  and  political  obstacles  to  regional  solutions. 

In  the  past  year,  the  Town  of  Dighton  was  represented  on  the  SRPEDD  commission 
by  Allan  Campbell,  Robert  Danforth  and  Thomas  Andrews.  The  JTPG  was  represented  by 
Allan  Campbell  with  Gene  Nelson  as  alternate. 

Some  of  the  district's  more  significant  accomplishments  in  1991  were: 


Completion  of  the  annual  Transportation  Improvement  Program  (TIP)  and  overall 
Economic  Development  Program  (OEDP)  which  set  regional  priorities  on  federal 
and  state  grants  for  transportation  and  economic  development  projects. 

Staffing  of  the  South  Eastern  Economic  Development  (SEED)  Corporation,  which 
makes  loans  to  small  businesses  for  expansion.  In  1 99 1 ,  SEED  approved  loans  to  1 0 
small  businesses  in  the  amount  of  $  1 . 1  million.  These  loans  are  projected  to  create 
93  new  jobs  and  will  result  in  the  investment  of  over  $3. 1  million  from  private 
sources. 

SRPEDD  reviewed  the  environmental  impact  of  larger  development  projects  in  the 
region  to  insure  that  potential  harmful  impacts  will  be  addressed.  This  year,  we 
reviewed  32  such  projects,  commenting  on  the  impact  on  traffic,  water  supply, 
sewage  disposal,  wetlands,  and  other  development-related  issues. 

Seven  applications  for  federal  and  state  funds  ~,were  reviewed  to  insure  consistency 
with  other  plans  and  efficient  use  of  public  funds. 

SRPEDD  conducts  a  district-wide  traffic  counting  program  and  maintains  a 
computer  file  of  all  available  traffic  count  data  for  the  period  1980  to  the  present 
throughout  the  region. 

A  regional  industrial  land  plan  was  completed  in  1991.  The  plan  shows  that  despite 
plenty  of  land  in  the  region  zoned  for  industry,  we  do  not  have  enough  prepared 
industrial  sites  available  for  immediate  development. 

SRPEDD  sponsored  a  very  successful  conference  on  the  topic  of  "Rethinking 
Government  in  the  '90 ’s"  that  offered  innovative  solutions  to  many  of  our  problems. 
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SPREDD  sponsored  two  seminars  for  industry  on  methods  to  reduce  the  output  of 
toxic  wastes. 

SRPEDD  worked  with  both  GATRA  and  SRTA  on  issues  such  as  route  evaluations, 
marketing,  service  to  elderly  and  handicapped  persons  and  overall  data  compilation 
and  analysis. 

Commuter  rail  was  a  top  concern  in  this  region  in  1990-91.  SRPEDD  has  strongly 
supported  the  extension  of  the  old  Colony  line  to  Middleborough/Lakeville,  but  has 
raised  concerns  over  the  Stoughton  line  extension  to  Fall  River  and  New  Bedford. 

SRPEDD  continues  to  provide  computerized  accident  filing  for  eleven  towns  and 
has  provided  pavement  management  assistance  to  six  towns. 

SRPEDD  continues  to  provide  information  and  technical  assistance  to  business  and 
municipal  clients.  Scores  of  developers  and  businesses  receive  information  from 
SRPEDD. 

Under  contract  to  Boston  Edison,  SRPEDD  organized  the  second  Earthlab  Confer¬ 
ence  held  in  Carver  in  October. 

Taunton-Dighton  Growth  Management  Study  -  A  buildout  analysis  and  a  computer 
model  of  the  road  network  were  employed  in  the  analysis  of  this  high  growth  area. 
A  widening  of  Route  44,  mixed  use  zones,  better  roadway  access  controls  and  greater 
setbacks  are  among  the  recommendations. 

We  look  forward  to  serving  you  in  1992.

GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Entrance  Age 

First  grade  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those  children  who 
are  at  least  six  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  six  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31. 
Kindergarten  registration  in  September  of  any  year  will  be  limited  to  those  children  who  are 
at  least  five  years  of  age  or  who  will  become  five  years  of  age  on  or  before  August  31. 

Birth  Certificate 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a  birth  certificate. 
Vaccination 

Every  child  who  enters  school  for  the  first  time  must  present  a  doctor’s  certificate  of 
immunization  against  diphtheria,  tetanus,  whooping  cough,  measles,  mumps,  rubella,  and 
polio  or  a  statement  from  his  physician  that  vaccination  is  inadvisable.  Children  entering 
school  for  the  first  time  are  required  to  have  a  physical  examination  also. 

No  SCHOOL  INFORMATION 

ELEMENTARY,  MIDDLE  SCHOOL  &  KINDERGARTEN 

Whenever  it  seems  advisable  to  close  our  schools,  the  notice  will  be  broadcast  over 
Radio  Stations  WPEP,  Taunton;  WSAR,  Fall  River;  WPRO,  WJAR-TV,  WSNE,  Provi¬ 
dence;  and  WARA,  Attleboro. 

HIGH  SCHOOL 

Whenever  the  school  buses  can  be  operated  safely,  there  will  be  school  at  the  Dighton- 
Rehoboth  Regional  High  School  unless  unforeseen  emergencies  make  it  necessary  to  close. 
In  the  event  of  closing,  this  information  will  be  specifically  announced  over  the  radio  as 
indicated  above  for  the  elementary  school. 

TRANSPORTATION 

The  law  requires  that  transportation  be  provided  for  pupil  residing  more  than  two 
miles  from  the  school  attended  or  more  than  one  mile  from  the  nearest  bus  stop.  Many  pupils 
living  at  lesser  distances  along  established  routes  are  transported  if  the  seating  capacity  of 
the  bus  will  permit.  From  time  to  time,  it  is  necessary  to  refuse  transportation  to  some  of 
those  living  less  than  the  required  distance  when  our  buses  are  filled  to  capacity  with  children 
living  at  a  greater  distance.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  of  the  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOL 


I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of  Schools.  This  report 
covers  the  events  and  activities  which  occurred  during  the  1991  calendar  year. 

This  year  may  be  described  as  a  year  of  tragedy,  achievement,  change,  and  fiscal 
uncertainty.  Despite  uncertainties  and  delays  in  state  funding,  both  towns  approved  budgets 
and  assessments  above  the  previous  year  at  their  annual  town  meetings.  No  programs  were 
eliminated  and  new  curricula  was  adopted  and  supported  at  all  levels.  Personnel  reductions 
at  the  high  school  were  caused  by  reductions  in  enrollment  and  the  necessity  to  increase  class 
size  in  several  subject  areas.  The  school  district  was  able  to  maintain  and  make  improve¬ 
ments  in  the  educational  program. 

The  combination  of  no  loss  in  regional  aid,  the  willingness  of  the  teachers  to 
renegotiate  their  salary  increases,  careful  monitoring  of  expenses,  and  both  towns’  support 
of  the  school  committee’s  budget  enabled  the  school  committee  to  continue  the  achieve¬ 
ment  of  long  term  goals.  Achievements  and  improvements  in  curriculum,  staff  develop¬ 
ment,  special  education,  and  school  facilities  will  be  highlighted  in  the  remainder  of  this 
report. 

School  Facilities 

On  January  8, 199 1,  the  Dighton  Middle  School  was  tragically  destroyed  by  fire.  The 
teachers  and  administrators  were  publicly  acknowledged  for  their  swift  and  safe  evacuation 
of  the  children.  The  Dighton  Fire  Department  as  well  as  other  departments  from  nearby 
towns  and  cities  are  to  be  commended  for  their  valiant  effort  to  save  the  building.  Our 
appreciation  is  also  extended  to  the  many  volunteers  and  school  districts  who  helped  to 
relocate  the  students  and  teachers  at  the  Pottersville  School  in  Somerset. 

The  reconstruction  of  a  new  middle  school  began  with  the  formation  of  a  Dighton 
School  Facilities  Planning  Committee,  Designer  Selection  Committee,  Site  Committee, 
and  Building  Committee.  These  initial  steps  culminated  in  the  town  meeting’s  approval  of 
debt  for  7.4  million  dollars  for  a  grade  5-8  middle  school  to  be  located  on  the  existing  site 
of  the  elementary  school.  The  completion  of  the  new  middle  school  will  be  a  source  of  pride 
for  everyone  in  the  community  and  as  well  as  the  school  district. 

While  Dighton  proceeds  with  the  reconstruction  of  its  middle  school,  a  Rehoboth 
School  Facilities  Planning  Committee  has  begun  studying  facility  requirements  for  its  K- 
8  programs  and  services.  This  committee  will  make  its  report  and  recommendation  to  the 
school  committee  and  at  the  Rehoboth  1992  Annual  Town  Meeting. 

In  addition  to  these  efforts,  the  school  committee  reorganized  its  custodial  services 
which  included  the  appointment  of  head  custodians  in  all  school  buildings  and  assigning 
building  principals,  with  the  primary  responsibility  for  custodial  and  maintenance  services. 
A  contract  with  the  Marriott  Corporation  will  provide  administrators  with  assistance  in 
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managing  these  services  and  controlling  escalating  costs. 

Staff  Development 

The  school  district  continues  to  stress  professional  development  as  a  central  goal.  As 
such,  a  committee  of  teachers  and  administrators  has  developed  a  comprehensive  program 
to  ensure  that  our  teachers  remain  on  the  leading  edge  of  current  teaching  practices  and 
student  learning. 

Four  early  dismissal  days  and  one  full  day  have  been  devoted  to  staff  development. 
Recognized  experts  from  outside  of  the  district  and  exemplary  practicing  teachers  provided 
workshops  for  our  staff.  Topics  included  whole  language  instruction,  study  skills,  reading 
instruction,  mathematics  instruction,  motivation,  and  process  writing. 

A  valuable  feature  of  the  staff  development  program  are  the  variety  of  options 
available  to  our  teachers.  In  addition  to  the  workshops  provided  during  scheduled  release 
days,  teachers  have  the  opportunity  to  visit  other  schools,  meet  with  teachers  from  the 
same  grade  level  or  subject  matter,  or  become  involved  in  an  independent  research  project. 
These  choices  ensure  that  each  teacher  has  a  relevant  and  meaningful  experience  that  will 
ultimately  benefit  students.  In  addition  to  these  programs,  funds  are  provided  to  support  and 
encourage  further  graduate  school  course  work  and  advanced  degrees.  Fifty-percent  of  all 
teachers  have  enrolled  in  graduate  course  work  over  the  year. 

Curriculum 

Major  improvements  were  made  in  several  curriculum  areas.  Following  one  year  of 
intensive  study,  a  new  K-8  reading  curriculum,  K-12  health  education  curriculum,  and  K- 
1 2  physical  education  curriculum  were  implemented.  The  new  reading  curriculum  required 
the  replacement  of  all  outdated  reading  curriculum  materials.  The  new  literature  based 
reading  program  is  designed  to  activate  student  interest  in  reading  and  increase  student 
motivation  to  read  more  frequently  while  improving  reading  skills. 

Three  other  curriculum  studies  continue  the  district’s  goal  of  curriculum  renewal. 
Curriculum  task  forces,  made  up  of  teachers,  parents,  and  administrators,  are  studying  the 
social  studies  program  in  grades  6-12,  the  high  school  English  program,  and  the  K-  12 
enrichment  programs. 

Special  Education 

In  an  effort  to  simultaneously  reduce  the  excessive  costs  for  special  education  and 
continue  to  provide  an  outstanding  program,  the  school  district  initiated  a  Language 
Impaired  and  Early  Childhood  Program  within  the  district.  Providing  both  of  these 
programs,  within  the  district,  reduces  the  costs  for  out-of-  district  tuition  and  transportation 
costs.  More  importantly,  children  with  these  special  learning  needs  can  be  educated  in  their 
own  school  district. 
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A  major  thrust  of  all  special  education  programs  is  the  promotion  of  mainstreaming 
of  students  with  special  needs  into  regular  education  classrooms  and  reducing  the  amount 
of  time  students  are  pulled  out  of  the  regular  education  classroom  for  special  education 
instruction.  In  addition,  team  teaching  of  regular  education  and  special  education  teachers 
was  initiated. 

Finally,  the  Parent  Advisory  Council  for  Special  Education  worked  cooperatively 
with  administrators  to  develop  a  newsletter  and  a  parent  library.  The  newsletter  and  parent 
library  are  funded  through  a  state  grant.  The  activities  of  the  Parent  Advisory  Council  have 
been  instrumental  in  improving  the  quality  of  the  program  and  increasing  awareness  of 
special  education  programs  and  children. 

The  school  committee  and  the  citizens  of  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  have  demonstrated 
a  willingness  to  support  education.  Both  communities  recognize  the  value  and  importance 
of  providing  a  quality  education  for  our  children.  I  am  proud  of  our  district’s  accomplish¬ 
ments  and  grateful  for  the  continued  support  for  education.  However,  the  fiscal  uncertainties 
and  realities  will  continue  to  challenge  us  in  the  future.  I  remain  committed  to  working  with 
the  school  committee  in  meeting  those  challenges  and  continuing  our  efforts  to  improve  the 
education  for  all  children.

I  hereby  submit  my  fifth  report  as  supervising  principal  of  the  Dighton  Elementary 
and  Dighton  Middle  Schools: 

PERSONNEL 

The  following  changes  took  effect  for  this  school  year: 

1 .  Mrs.  Judith  Brauninger,  a  graduate  of  Murray  State  University,  was  hired  as  the  new 
music  teacher  at  Dighton  Elementary  School.  Mrs.  Brauninger  previously  taught  in  Texas, 
North  Carolina,  and  Norfolk,  MA. 

2.  Mr.  Frederick  Stinson,  DMS  science  teacher,  began  a  one  year  leave  of  absence. 

3.  Mrs.  Cynthia  Reardon,  a  graduate  of  Bridgewater  State  College,  was  hired  to  replace 
Mr.  Stinson.  Mrs.  Reardon  previously  taught  in  Mansfield  and  Norton. 

4.  Miss  Jennifer  Simmons,  a  DMS  English  teacher,  was  laid  off  due  to  budget  reductions. 

5.  Mrs.  Theresa  Murphy,  a  19  year  veteran  teacher  at  Dighton-Rehoboth  High  School, 
was  transferred  to  the  position  of  grade  seven  teacher  at  DMS. 

6.  Mr.  Jesse  Perry,  a  resource  room  teacher  at  DMS  for  the  past  14  years,  transferred  to 
Dighton  Elementary  as  a  second  grade  teacher. 

7.  Miss  Stephanie  Borden,  a  graduate  of  Rhode  Island  College,  was  hired  as  the  new 
resource  room  teacher  at  DMS. 

8.  Mrs.  Susan  Gonzalski,  a  teacher  at  Dighton  Elementary  School,  resigned  her  position 
at  the  end  of  the  last  school  year.  Mrs.  Gonzalski  gave  20  years  of  service  to  the  students 
of  Dighton  and  will  be  fondly  remembered. 

9.  Mrs.  Patricia  Miller  was  hired  as  an  instructional  aide  at  DES  to  replace  Mrs.  Jane 
Lizotte  who  resigned. 

10.  Mrs.  Barbara  Medeiros,  a  physical  education  teacher  at  DMS,  transferred  to  the 
Palmer  River  School. 

11.  Mrs.  Margaret  Caron,  a  science  teacher  at  DMS,  transferred  to  Beckwith  Middle 
School. 

12.  Mr.  George  Costa,  guidance  counselor  at  DMS,  returned  from  a  one  year  leave.  Mrs. 
Kathleen  Lynch,  who  had  replaced  him,  returned  to  a  position  in  the  Franklin  schools. 
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13.  June  of  1991  marked  the  retirement  of  Mrs.  Faye  Perry  as  cafeteria  manager  in  the 
Dighton  schools.  Mrs.  Perry’s  career  was  marked  by  22  years  of  dedicated  service  to  the 
students  in  Dighton.  She  will  be  warmly  remembered  by  all. 

14.  Mr.  Edward  DeMoura  became  a  full-time  custodian  in  the  Dighton  schools  as  a  result 
of  his  transfer  from  D-R  High  School. 

15.  Mr.  William  Raposa  was  appointed  as  head  custodian  for  the  Dighton  schools. 

16.  Mrs.  Mary  Soares  was  appointed  as  cafeteria  manager  for  the  Dighton  schools. 

17.  Jennifer  Reis  was  appointed  as  a  part-time  cafeteria  worker  at  Dighton  Elementary 
School. 


CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAMS 

Two  curriculum  review  committees  were  in  effect  during  the  1990-91  school  year. 
They  have  each  written  a  new  curriculum  which  has  been  implemented  in 
the  1991-92  school  year. 

One  of  the  new  curriculums  is  in  the  area  of  Reading  for  grades  K-8.  The  completely 
new  program  that  was  adopted  in  all  grades  is  called  the  Connections  program  from  the 
MacMillan/McGraw  Hill  Publishing  Company.  This  particular  committee  took  on  the 
massive  task  of  reviewing  all  the  current  literature  and  research  regarding  reading 
instruction  before  making  their  recommendation.  The  Connections  program  is  a  literature- 
based  approach  to  teaching  reading.  It  also  incorporates  and  encourages  a  whole  language 
approach  to  reading  instruction. 

The  second  area  in  which  we  are  now  using  a  revised  curriculum  is  in  Health/Physical 
Education.  This  is  obviously  another  key  area  in  light  of  the  society  we  live  in  today. 

As  part  of  the  school  district’s  on-going  program  of  curriculum  evaluation  and 
revision,  the  following  committees  are  in  operation  for  the  1991-92  school  year:  social 
studies  (6-12),  enrichment  (K-12),  and  language  arts  (9-12). 

Budget  cuts  once  again  took  their  toll  in  the  following  manner:  reduction  of  one 
academic  teacher  at  DMS,  the  reduction  of  one  physical  education  teacher 
at  DMS,  and  the  reduction  of  one  special  needs  teacher  at  DES. 

On  the  positive  side,  the  general  music  program  was  reinstated  for  grades  1-5,  and 
funding  for  all  extra-curricular  programs  was  reinstated  in  the  91-92  budget. 

STUDENT  ACHIEVEMENT 

During  the  1990-91  school  year,  our  students  in  grades  three  and  six  took  the  state 
mandated  Basic  Skills  Tests.  The  results  are  shown  below:

As  these  figures  indicate,  most  of  our  students  are  performing  very  well  on  these  tests. 
The  percentage  of  students  passing  is  significantly  higher  than  the  state  average.  Further 
breakdown  of  the  score  ranges  shows  most  of  our  students  scoring  in  the  upper  ranges.

COMMUNITY  INVOLVEMENT 

Once  again  this  year,  because  of  tight  school  budgets,  financial  support  of  outside 
groups  has  greatly  helped  our  school  program.  Special  thanks  goes  to  two  groups  in 
particular.  The  Dighton  PTO  has  contributed  much  in  the  form  of  money  and  energy  to  our 
programs.  Under  the  tireless  leadership  of  Mrs.  Holly  Dewhirst,  the  PTO  has  brought  in 
enrichment  programs,  purchased  educational  supplies,  and  benefited  the  schools  in  many 
other  ways. 

The  second  group  was  the  Dighton  Boosters  Club  whose  efforts  enabled  the  extra¬ 
curricular  programs  at  DMS  to  continue. 

Both  of  these  groups  displayed  the  spirit  from  which  our  students  can  leam  and  grow 
as  citizens  of  a  community. 

Another  community  activity  of  note  was  a  combined  effort  between  the  Dighton 
schools  and  the  Dighton  Earth  Day  Committee.  Our  students  took  part  in  a  variety  of 
activities  designed  to  heighten  their  awareness  in  environmental  concerns.  This  joint  effort 
was  coordinated  by  Mrs.  Jean  Yelle,  Earth  Day  Chairwoman. 

CONCLUDING  REMARKS 

As  all  citizens  of  Dighton  are  well  aware,  January  8, 199 1  is  a  date  that  we  will  never 
forget.  On  that  date,  while  school  was  in  session,  a  major  fire  broke  out  in  Dighton  Middle 
School  that  completely  destroyed  the  building. 
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As  the  princ  ipal  of  the  school ,  I  must  first  state  how  proud  I  was  of  the  manner  in  which 
all  of  our  students,  faculty,  and  staff  handled  themselves.  The  fact  that  no  one  was  injured 
is  of  the  highest  significance. 

Also,  I  have  so  many  people  to  thank  for  their  outstanding  efforts  both  on  the  day  of 
the  fire  and  the  weeks  and  months  afterward.  Mention  must  be  made  of  Chief  Joseph  White 
and  his  fire  department  and  the  many  other  area  departments  who  responded  for  their  heroic 
efforts  in  battling  the  blaze;  to  the  school  administration  and  school  committee  for  their 
quick  and  caring  response  to  the  children’s  needs;  to  the  public  officials  of  the  town  of 
Dighton  for  their  tremendous  support  and  aid  in  the  relocation  and  rebuilding  efforts;  to  the 
citizens  of  Dighton  who  in  so  many  ways  lent  moral  and  material  support;  to  the  many  local 
businesses  who  gave  in  whatever  way  they  could;  to  the  town  officials  and  people  of 
Somerset  who  opened  their  arms  to  our  students  through  the  use  of  the  Pottersville  School; 
to  the  many  school  districts  and  teachers*  associations,  including  our  own,  who  donated 
money  and  supplies  to  get  the  school  up  and  running  so  quickly;  and  finally,  and  most 
importantly,  to  the  staff  and  students  of  DMS  who  stuck  together  to  make  the  Pottersville 
situation  work. 

For  the  1991-92  school  year,  DMS  is  again  located  in  the  Pottersville  School.  Plans 
for  a  new  school  are  progressing  quickly,  and  we  have  much  to  look  forward  to  for  the  future 
of  our  students.  The  scheduled  opening  of  the  new  DMS  which  will  house  grades  5-8  is 
September,  1993.

I  hereby  submit  my  seventeenth  annual  report  as  the  Supervising  Principal  of  the 
Ana  wan/Palmer  River  Schools  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31, 1991. 

Personnel 

Mrs.  Joyce  Pring  returned  from  a  leave  of  absence  and  is  job  sharing  with  Mrs.  Judith 
Lake  in  grade  one.  Mrs.  Patricia  Bergeron,  resource  room  teacher,  has  also  returned  from 
a  leave  of  absence.  The  retirement  of  Mrs.  Beverly  Hart,  along  with  other,  personnel 
changes,  allowed  Mrs.  Barbara  Medeiros  to  transfer  from  Dighton  Middle  School  as  a  full¬ 
time  physical  education  teacher. 

Mrs.  Jane  Vinnitti  was  appointed  as  the  principal’s  secretary  following  the  retirement 
of  Mrs.  Kay  Rourke.  Mrs.  Gloria  Bajor  returned  to  Palmer  River  School  as  an  instructional 
learning  assistant  in  the  resource  rooms. 

Curriculum 

Curriculum  renewal  continues  to  have  a  major  impact  on  student  learning.  The  new 
social  studies  curriculum  provides  opportunities  for  students  to  become  involved  in  local 
projects  emphasizing  citizenship.  The  grade  three  students,  for  example,  presented  150 
copies  of  an  activity  booklet  to  the  Potter  Building  staff  at  Rhode  Island  Hospital  and  grade 
four  students  created  over  200  appetizers  for  the  senior  citizen  holiday  dinner.  Also, 
kindergarten  and  grade  one  students  participated  in  a  playground  beautification  project  and 
grade  two  students  donated  proceeds  from  a  bottle  recycling  program  to  the  Rehoboth 
Animal  Shelter. 

The  Reading  Curriculum  Task  Force  completed  its  study  in  the  late  spring  and  the 
new  reading  curriculum  was  implemented  in  the  fall.  This  literature-based  reading  program 
is  based  on  current  research  and  allows  for  a  variety  of  teaching  and  learning  experiences 
to 

meet  the  individual  needs  of  students.  The  program  is  being  successfully  implemented  and 
enjoyed  by  students  and  staff. 

The  after-school  programs  continue  to  grow  and  become  a  valuable  part  of  the  school 
curriculum.  These  programs  are  sponsored  by  the  school  district  or  the  PTSA.  During  a 
typical  week,  approximately  200  students  participate  in  some  after  school  activity,  ranging 
from  counted  cross  stitch  to  indoor  soccer.  The  PTSA  is  currently  studying  the  feasibility 
of  offering  an  expanded  after-school  program. 

Student  Achievements 

The  standardized  test  results  continue  to  reflect  the  quality  of  our  curriculum  and 
instruction.  94%  of  the  grade  three  students  who  took  the  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Test 
scored  above  the  required  standards.  The  California  Achievement  Test  results  in  grade  two 
indicated  a  group  of  students  scored  in  the  above  average  range  on  all  subtests.  In 
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comparison  to  national  standards,  the  average  student  scored  7  months  above  the  national 
statistics.  Although  the  school  emphasizes  group  efforts  and  activities  rather  than  individual 
competition,  opportunities  are  provided  for  individuals  to  receive  recognition  for  their 
work.  For  example,  the  Write  and  Illustrate  Your  own  Book  Contest,  under  the  guidance 
of  Mrs.  Cleveland,  allows  the  young  author/illustrator  to  use  his/her  creative  talents  to 
produce  worthwhile  books.  Two  hundred  entries  were  submitted.  The  winners  in  each  grade 
level  have  their  book  bound  and  shelved  in  the  special  collection  area  in  the  library. 

Teacher  Achievements 

Teachers  participated  in  numerous  workshops  and  conferences  to  enhance  their 
teaching  skills.  Ten  teachers  are  currently  enrolled  in  a  Master  of  Arts  Program  through 
Lesley  College.  This  graduate  program  emphasizes  the  creative  arts  in  teaching. 

The  Anawan/Palmer  River  School  has  a  proud  tradition  of  quality  curriculum  and 
instruction,  committed  teachers,  and  successful  students.  This  proud  tradition  is  enhanced 
by  the  thousands  of  volunteer  hours  made  possible  through  the  PTS  A’s  R.S.  V.P.  Program. 
These  parent  and  citizen  volunteers  help  to  make  the  Anawan/Palmer  River  School  a  special 
and  successful  place  for  learning.

I  hereby  submit  my  third  annual  report  as  principal  of  the  Dorothy  L.  Beckwith 
School,  for  the  calendar  year  ending  December  31,1991. 

Personnel  Changes 

The  following  personnel  changes  took  effect  during  this  calendar  year: 

Mrs.  Margaret  Caron  transferred  to  Beckwith  from  the  Dighton  Middle  School.  Mrs. 
Caron  teaches  grade  seven,  science,  reading,  and  social  studies. 

Mr.  Raymond  Silva  joined  the  custodial  staff  as  a  transfer  from  Dighton-Rehoboth 
High  School. 

Mrs.  Gloria  Bajor,  an  Instructional  Learning  Assistant,  left  the  staff  due  to  her  position 
being  eliminated  because  of  budget  cutbacks. 

Curriculum  and  other  Programs 

New  curricula  in  reading,  health,  and  physical  education  were  implemented  for 
September  of  1991.  These  curricula  were  developed  by  curriculum  task  forces  working 
throughout  the  1990-91  school  year,  as  part  of  the  school  district’s  five  year  curriculum 
revision  plan. 

A  new  study  skills  program  was  implemented  in  grade  five  for  the  199 1 - 1992  school 
year.  The  program  was  developed  by  the  grade  five  teachers  whose  interest  in  the  subject 
led  them  to  a  workshop  on  study  skills,  and  their  subsequent  writing  of  the  program. 

A  varied  and  well-attended  after-school  activities  program  continues  to  be  offered  to 
students.  Interscholastic  sports  are  programs  are  offered  in  basketball  (boys  and  girls), 
baseball  (boys),  and  softball  (girls). 

Student  Achievements 

Many  Beckwith  students  distinguished  themselves  in  academics,  extracurricular 
activities,  and  activities  outside  of  school. 

The  Spelling  and  Mathematics  Teams  always  seem  to  place  in  the  Massasoit  League 
competitions.  Our  athletic  teams  were  competitive  and  hard-working.  Many  of  our  students, 
with  encouragement  and  guidance  from  their  English  teachers,  entered  writing  contests 
sponsored  by  newspapers  and  publications,  and  did  very  well. 

Good  Citizenship  Awards,  presented  to  two  eighth  graders  at  the  end  of  the  school 
year,  were  received  by  Sarah  Jane  Buxbaum  and  Kevin  J.  Torres. 

Basic  Skills  tests  were  administered  to  grade  six  students  in  reading,  math,  and  writing 
as  part  of  the  Massachusetts  Basic  Skills  Testing  Program.  The  results  were:

Teacher  achievements 

The  faculty  and  staff  at  Beckwith  continue  to  workhard  and  to  provide  fine  instruction 
for  our  students.  Their  dedication  and  concern  for  children  make  them  a  pleasure  to  work 
with  and  to  know. 

Many  teachers  continue  to  better  themselves  through  attendance  at  workshops  and 
coursework.  The  school  district’s  goals  include  a  commitment  to  staff  development  that  is 
both  encouraging  to  staff  and  beneficial  for  our  students.  Other  teachers  have  given 
workshops  to  audiences  of  teachers.  Mrs.  Karin  Potter  provided  computer  workshops  to 
fellow  Beckwith  teachers  to  help  them  use  the  computer  lab  with  their  classes.  Mrs.  Patricia 
Park  presented  a  workshop  at  a  S.M.A.R.T.S.  Collaborative  Conference  on  "Learning 
Styles  and  Brain  Growth". 

School  Community  Relations 

An  active  and  caring  parents’  organization  serves  the  students  of  Rehoboth  in  grades 
K-8.  At  the  middle  school,  the  PTSA  provides  enrichment  programs  for  all  grade  levels. 
In-school  programs  as  well  as  field  trips  are  included  in  the  offerings.  Many  of  our  most 
important  enrichment  programs  are  the  result  of  the  hard  work  and  financial  support  of  the 
PTSA. 

Our  students  and  staff  recognize  and  appreciate  the  many  wonderful  programs  as  well 
as  assistance  provided  through  the  PTSA. 

Parent  and  community  volunteers  make  possible  the  Great  Books  program  offered 
each  year.  All  volunteers  are  trained  to  teach  Great  Books  and  contribute  their  time  working 
with  teachers  in  classrooms. 

The  Lion’s  Club  contributes  money  and  materials  to  help  support  the  QUEST  self¬ 
esteem  and  drug  and  alcohol  program.

DIGHTON  -  REHOBOTH  REGIONAL  HIGH  SCHOOL 

As  principal  of  the  high  school,  I  hereby  submit  my  20th  annual  report  for  the  calendar 
year  ending  December  31,  1991. 

Class  of  1991 

This  senior  class  had  202  students:  180  of  whom  graduated,  13  did  not  meet 
graduation  requirements,  and  9  withdrew  during  the  school  year.  Dighton  had  85  students, 
Rehoboth  had  1 14,  and  there  were  3  exchange  students  (France,  Germany  and  Spain).  Of 
the  177  graduates  133  went  on  to  further  schooling  (75%),  33  went  to  work  (19%),  and  9 
went  into  the  armed  services  (5  %)  and  2  had  other  plans  ( 1  %). 

Cheryl  Digits  received  the  8th  annual  Mustard  Seed  Scholarship  of  $8,000  for  each 
of  her  4  years  at  college  for  a  total  of  $32,000. 

Sara  Chamecki  was  named  the  Robert  T.  Roy  Medal  winner  as  the  outstanding 
Member  of  the  Senior  Class. 

Student  Achievements 

Superior  and  outstanding  Academic  Awards  were  awarded  to  40  members  of  the 
class  and  3  members  received  Certificates  of  Perfect  Attendance  for  all  4  years  of  high 
school. 

A  total  of  1 13  seniors  took  the  College  Boards.  The  mean  SAT  verbal  score  was  446 
and  the  mean  SAT  math  score  was  491;  for  Mass,  the  verbal  mean  was  426  and  the  math 
mean  470;  for  national  schools  verbal  mean  was  422  and  the  math  mean  474. 

Cary  Hollinshead,  Class  of  1 992,  won  her  third  title  in  4  years  as  the  Mass.  State  Cross 
Country  Champion.  A  banner  has  been  placed  in  the  gym  commemorating  her  accomplish¬ 
ments. 
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Teacher  Achievements 


Science  Department  Head,  David  Harwood,  along  with  Physics  instructor,  Joseph 
Drapeau,  both  completed  the  Honor  Physics  Project  and  will  offer  the  course  at  the  high 
school  in  1991-92. 

Mary  Carter,  Business  Department  Head,  attended  a  full- week  IBM  workshop  in 
Atlanta  during  the  summer  to  master  the  skills  necessary  to  operate  the  IBM  computer  lab 
at  the  high  school. 

The  following  teachers  received  Masters  Degrees  in  Education:  Robert  Bramwell, 
Vocational;  Michael  Cichon,  Science;  Ed  Ranney,  Industrial  Arts;  A1  Rose,  Vocational; 
Elaine  Silvestre,  Foreign  Language;  and  Mary  Walsh,  Special  Education. 

School  &  Community  Relations 

The  Citizens  Scholarship  Foundation  awarded  74  scholarships  to  members  of  this 
class  attending  schools  of  higher  learning,  and  awarded  5  grants  to  students  graduating  from 
the  Vocational  School.  Awards  amounted  to  more  than  $38,000. 

A  Parents’  Advisory  Group  was  established  in  October  to  meet  with  the  Principal  on 
a  monthly  basis.  Membership  is  open  to  all. 

Personnel  Changes 

1 .  Mrs.  Albert ine  Dwyer,  school  nurse,  retired  after  many  years  of  service  to  the  high 
school.  Mrs.  Gail  Nunes,  moved  from  Dighton  Middle  School  to  the  high  school  to  fill  the 
position. 

2.  Mrs.  Janet  Foley,  Chemistry  instructor,  retired  after  teaching  in  the  Science 
Department  for  many  years. 

3.  Mr.  Nathan  Lawrence,  Director  of  the  Vocational  School,  retired  in  January  1991. 
His  position  was  assumed  by  the  Director  of  occupational  Education,  Mr.  Francis  Marcille. 

4.  Mrs.  Mary  Lou  Watson,  Art  instructor,  retired  from  the  Art  Department. 

5.  Mrs.  Theresa  Murphy,  Business  Education  instructor,  was  transferred  to  the 
Dighton  Middle  School. 

6.  Jane  Hunt,  Special  Education  instructor,  and  Susan  Waletkus,  Physical  Education 
instructor,  were  both  granted  leaves  of  absence  for  the  1991-92  school  year. 

Curriculum  Highlights 

1.  A  writing  lab  comprised  of  Macintosh  computers  was  added  to  the  English  Department. 
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Students  in  all  grade  levels  will  be  doing  their  writing  assignments  on  the  computer. 

2.  An  IBM  computer  lab  replaced  all  of  the  typewriters  in  the  Business  Education 
Department.  Students  will  spend  the  first  semester  learning  keyboarding  on  the  computer 
and  the  second  semester  learning  word  processing  skills. 

3.  A  TV  studio  with  $80,000  worth  of  equipment  was  donated  and  installed  in  the 
Media  Center  by  Inland  Cable.  The  studio  will  feature  programming  from  D-R  to  local 
channels  in  both  Dighton  and  Rehoboth  in  the  very  near  future.  In  addition,  there  will  be  a 
local  bulletin  board  broadcast  from  the  school. 

4.  The  Media  Center  was  equipped  with  computer  equipment  that  will  contain  all  of 
the  books  and  documents  available  in  our  media  center.  It  will  also  be  used  to  check  books 
in  and  out.  Once  up  and  running,  students  will  be  able  to  access  materials  via  the  computer 
rather  than  the  card  catalogue. 

Conclusion 

We  are  now  in  the  final  stages  of  completing  the  self-  evaluation  part  of  the  process 
required  for  accreditation  by  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools  and  Colleges. 

The  high  school  was  last  fully  evaluated  by  a  team  of  NEASC  members  in  October 
1982.  We  are  scheduled  to  be  evaluated  again  in  October  1992.  The  accreditation  process 
covers  all  school  curriculum,  activities,  services  and  standards  of  membership. 

Once  entirely  completed  in  the  Spring  of  1992  copies  of  the  full  self-evaluation  report 
will  be  made  available  to  the  public  through  the  Media  Center  and  the  main  office.  A  copy 
may  be  checked  out  at  either  of  these  places. 

Approximately  2  to  8  weeks  after  the  evaluation  in  October  by  the  NEASC  team,  a 
full  report  will  be  made  to  the  high  school  with  commendations  and  recommendations.  This 
report  will  also  be  made  available  to  the  public  after  it  is  received.  Publicity  will  be  made 
in  the  local  newspapers  and  in  our  Parents’  Bulletin. 

I  am  confident  that  the  NEASC  report  will  recognize  that  we  have  an  outstanding  high 
school  and  will  continue  our  accreditation  into  the  next  century. 

Like  most  schools  in  the  Commonwealth,  however,  the  high  school  has  felt  the  effect 
of  very  serious  budget  cuts.  We  have  instituted  a  $30  "user  fee"  for  all  students  who 
participate  in  athletics;  have  seriously  curtailed  purchasing  many  pieces  of  equipment  and 
supplies;  and  have  reduced  our  faculty  and  administration  at  the  high  school  by  15  people 
over  the  past  3  years.
